Whereas the Aplicant above named has made a com 
plaint that " Straw " is not being given the advantage of 
the wagon load rate applicable to Raw materials for the 
manufacture of paper or straw board ( to be booked to 
& paper or Strawboard Mill), that the rates for short dis 
tance traffic in respect of the raw materials are unreason . 
able and illegal, that the existing rate for strawboard in 
wagon loads is unreasonable per se and that the non 
application of any one of the standard telescopic wagon 
load scales for strawboard in wagon loads gives undue 
preference to the traffic to which the standard telescopic 
wagonload scales apply , and has prayed (i ) that “ Grass 


dry " be included under Raw materials for the manu
